THE FISHERIES, ALADBAMA CLAIMS,
ETC.

We pablished yesterday, exclusively, among
the evening journals of Philadelphia, full
detaila of the important correspondence re-
lating to a new method for adjusting the
gquestions at issue with Great Pritain, which
was sent to the Senate by the Preeident, as
well as the names of the American commis.
sioners. This correspendence, and the prompt
action taken by both gevernments in appoint-
ing oommissioners, indicate thalt weo may
be on the eve of a settloment of all irritating
questions. It is a bopéful sign that the
negotiations are to be conducted at Washing.
ton instead of London, fur repeated failures
to arrive at salisfactory conclusions at the
British capital indicate that its atmosphere ia
not condncive to acceptable negotiations, Of
our two latest ministers at the Court of St.
James, one (Reverdy Johnson) was over-
whelmed by British blandishments, while the
other (Motley) took the opposite conrse of
making extreme and unnecessarily offensive

demands,

We ahall soon see whether the air of Wash-
ington proves more favorable and ruspicions,
It will at loast possess one advantapge, for it
will afford opportuuities for promptly testing
American sentiment as the negotiations pro-
gress, and for ascertaining what will, and
what will not, be likely to be ratified by the
Benate,

The idea of appointinga joint high cowm.
mission, and of baving it deliberate at Wash-
ington, originated with the DBritish Govern.
ment, but they only proposed to confius its
action te the fishery question and other (ues
tions affecting the re'ations between the
United States and the New Dominion, The
American Government at once assented to
the proposition, provided the commission
would also be empowerad to settle the Ala-
bama claims, ete. The British Government,
in reaponse, sald the commission might also
conaider the Alabama claims, provided *‘all
other claims, both of British sabjects and
citizens of the United States, arising out of
acts commiltted during the recsnt civil war
in this country, are similarly referred to the
same commisaion.” The last proposition was
aasented to by the President, with the sug-
gestion or proviso that ‘‘the high commis.
sioners shall consider only such elaims of thia
deacription as may be presented by the Gov.
ernments of the respective claimants st an
early day to be asgreed upon by the commis-
pioners,"
